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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-35 and 59 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In claim 1 applicant has claimed an apparatus for holding and dispensing cups 
comprised of (1 ) a supply tube with a lower end and an interior suitable for holding cups 
in a stack; (2) an escapement located adjacent the lower end of the supply tube that 
includes a disk with an aperture and two sides - a top side having a first leaf attached to 
the disk and a bottom side having a second leaf attached to the disk. The escapement 
is moveable between the first position in which the second leaf engages the bottom 
flange of the bottom-most cup and a second position in which the first leaf is inserted 
into the groove of the next-bottom-most cup and engages the top flange of the next- 
bottom-most cup while the second leaf no longer engages the bottom most cup allowing 
that cup to fall through the aperture. Claim 59 adds a plurality of supply tubes on a 
rotatable turret. The Examiner considers Ward (5,067,308) to be the closest prior art. 
Ward teaches a method and apparatus for supporting and dispensing containers from a 
nested stack. The apparatus includes a supply tube for holding the containers with a 
lower end having an aperture as well as two supporting plates for holding and releasing 
the containers. Ward does not teach the escapement element taught by applicant.
